Expect Canada’s 
Beet Harvest At 


Otherwise ||/1.000,000 Tons 


CHATHAM, Ont. — A sugar beet 
harvest of more than 1,000,000 tons 
is anticipated by Canadian sugar beet 
growers, the Canadian and Dominion 
Sugar Company says in its Septem- 
ber survey report. 

Reports from the four sugar beet 
producing areas in Alberta, Mani- 
toba, Ontario and Quebec, indicate 
93,010 acres soon will be ready for 
harvest with an estimated yield of 
1,022,338 tons. 


Yield estimates for Manitoba and 
Quebec are slightly lower than last 
year, Ontario is the same, while Al- 
berta expects a larger harvest. 


Estimates of sugar beet tonnages 
with last year's harvest in brackets: 
Alberta 459,750 (325,360); Manitoba 
131,288 (149,800); Ontario 340,000 
(341,191); Quebec 91,300 (96,000).

Farmers Using 
Scaring Devices 
To Foil Ducks 


REGINA.—Several farmers in the 
Kindersley area of Saskatchewan 
have come up with new ideas in scar- 
ing devices to keep ducks from dam- 
aging their swathed grain. Canadian 
wildlife service biologists of the fed- 
eral department of resources and de- 
velopment working in this area re- 
port that some of these ideas appear 
to have merit and farmers them- 
selves feel that they have been ef- 
fective under conditions encountered 
this year, 

One farmer simply strung five or 
six tin cans on a wire between two 
posts, In each can he put several 
pebbles. This device was put in the 
fields and the action of the wind on 
the cans caused them to dance about 
with almost continuous action, The 
noises of the pebbles bouncing in the 
tins added to the effectiveness of this 
creation. 

Another innovation used by a 
farmer near Marengo was a refine- 
ment of a scarecrow suggested by 
federal wildlife biologists. This type 
scarecrow uses flashing squares of 
tin or aluminum suspended by wire 
and swivels from crossed two by four 
lumber for its effect. This device 
was found to be too heavy and the 
swivels wore out too quickly in too 
continuous winds, Improvising with 
material he had on hand this farmer 
reduced the weight by using two 
inch lumber and suspended pieces of 
sheet roofing, eight inches square, 
from each arm of the crossed wood 
with three loops of heavy wire. These 
wire loops provided almost the same 
action as swivels and were almost 
indestructible. So that the crossed 
arms could be lowered for easy carry- 
ing from field to field he made them 
in two pieces and bolted them to the 
stake, 

Using this device in fields that had 
suffered heavily from feeding ducks 
last year this farmer has to date 
suffered no appreciable damage. He 
said that the flashes from the turn- 
ing pieces of sheet roofing could be 
easily seen by moonlight. 


Mr. McMullen said that he would 
recommend it to his department in 
Edmonton, and they in turn might 
recommend it to oil companies or 
petro-chemical concerns expanding in 
the province and needing housing for 
employees, 

He suggested that B.C. with devel- 
opments in the interior, and Saskat- 
chewan might also find it suitable for 
housing in areas where an influx of 
population was expected. 

Although Britain itself is short of 
housing, the factory-built home is 
designed for export only as an at- 
traction for dollar markets. It will 
not take materials away from domes- 
tic housing projects. 

The design of the home put up in 
the demonstration is one of 28 spe- 
cially-prepared for Canada. The units 
can be created here and shipped 
abroad for rapid assembly,

the suburbs. The breed of cow in 
question is not new, It is described 
as a native of the mountains of Ire- 
land, It is named the Dexter, and it 
is being tried out on farms in West- 
chester county, New York and in 
Connecticut. 

The Dexter is a pretty little ani- 
mal not much larger than a Shetland 
pony. It comes in black or red, It 
stands 38 inches high to the shoulder 
and weighs around 500 pounds. Com- 
pare that with the Guernsey's height 
of 50 inches and weight of 1,150 
pounds. While the Guernsey gives 
five gallons of milk a day, the Dex- 
ter gives only two, 

One great advantage of a midget 
automobile is the number of miles it 
can go on a gallon of gas. So, too, 
the Dexter admits of appreciable 
savings of ‘fuel’. Where a Guern- 
sey needs two acres of pasture and 
from three to four tons of supple- 
mental hay a year, a Dexter can get 
along on one acre of pasture and one 
ton of hay. 

What is more, the Dexter does not 
have to be fed on alfalfa and clover, 
It is said to have a taste for weeds, 
including wild grasses, thistles, net- 
tles and even poison ivy. In fact on 
one farm in New York Dexters are 
used in place of goats to keep the 
weeds down as well as to give milk. 
We are told, further, that they do 
not enjoy pampering like the larger 
cows, scorn a barn in Winter and 
protect themselves from cold *with a 
shaggy coat of hair.

WHO WINS? 


We have often wondered just who, 
if anyone, wins a strike. We are 
inclined to ti.ink that everyone—the 
striker, the employer and certainly 
the consumer—is in the long run the 
loser, 

A strike is something like a war; 
neither side really wins. 

In the loggers’ strike ir British 
Columbia for instance, which ended 
recently after some 45 days, it has 
been estimated that each day of the 
strike cost the employer a million 
esis dollars while for each day the strik- 
ers lost half a million in wages. Only 
strikers with families received strike 
relief. Who pays for the cost of 
the strike and for the increase in 
wages (much less than was demand- 
ed) won by the members of the un- 
ion ultimately, the consumer pays all. 

That’s why every citizen of Can- 
ada has a stake in every strike; that’s 
why differences between unions and 
employers should be settled as far 
as possible by negotiation before, 
rather than during, a strike.
